Mr. F"arber's body was put on the 
train immediately and taken to 
depot, and as soon as Coroner Lee 
Bishop arrived from Hardinsburg, an 
inquest was held. 

Mr. Farber was eighty-three years of 
age. He was born in Bra varia, Germany, 
and sailed to this country when he was 
a young man. After his arrival he 
lived in Louisville two or three years, 
then came to Cloverport and in 1865 
he was married to Miss Isabelle Ray, 
who died two years ago. Mr. Farber 
was a tailor and worked constantly 
until the last three years. 

He was a member of the Presbyter- 
ian church, but he requested his funeral 
be held from the Baptist church and 
that the services be held by the Rev. 
James Lewis, who conducted his wife's 
funeral. The arrangements were 
carried out at his wish and his funeral 
took place at 2:30 Thursday afternoon.

MISLEADING ESTIMATES. 

Why Mun.ciaal Lighting Plants Gen- 
erally Cost Mere Than Eapectad. 

It Is most unusual for a municipal 
lighting plant to be erected at a cost 
that comes suywbere near the esti- 
mate presented to tbe city officials In 
some cases these officials are directly 
to blame for accepting the estimates 
of representatives of manufacturing 
companies, who are, of course, more

mcnt When an electrical engineer Is 
called upon for an estimate It might 
seem as tbough the council bad done 
Its full duty, but unfortunately. In 
some cases st least, tbe temptation to 
secure a percentage on the construc- 
tion cost Is great enough to overcome 
professional honor, and estimates are 
submitted which are absolutely Inade- 
quate. Tbe only remedy for this would 
seem to lie to obtain an Independent 
estimate from a consulting engineer 
who would have no further Interest In 
the matter. 

Perhaps, however, the most common 
cause for disappointment Is due to the 
fact that engineers lu estimating <-ost 
fall' to take Into consideration what 
ought to be well known by this time 
that cities cannot, as a rule, construct 
plants at as low figures as private 
companies can. This Is due partly to 
the Inexperience of city officials, which 
Is taken advantage of In many cases, 
and also to the fact that the large 
amount of red tape which seems to be 
a necessary feature of such contracts 
has to be allowed for by bidders It 
Is therefore perfectly possible thst an 
estimate for a municipal plant may be 
exceeded by 30 per cent when It would 
be an adequate one If tbe construction 
were to t# underfaken by a private 
company. This Is a feature of munic- 
ipal ownership which has not been 
heretofore given tbe consideration that 
it deserves

Lamp st $52J»— No Account Taken, 
However, of Lett Texts, Wstor, De- 
preciation, Rant or of Half s Oezan 
Othor Important Elomanta of Ex- 
pense — •ingest M. 0. Plant In the 
Courtry — Its Service ao Poor as Its 
Resort It Mitleeding. 
Tbe largest municipal electric light 
plant In the United States Is that op- 
erated by the city of Chicago. Natu- 
rally students of municipal ownership 
turn to Its reports as one of the prin- 
cipal sources of information on the 
subject L'nfortuustely, however, these 
reports hi ve been so worded as to 
give the false Impression that tbe 
municipal lights cost tbe city much less 
than If they were supplied by contract 
with u private company. 

Newspapers all over the country huve 
announced that Chicago's street lights 
during IOCS! cost only 152.39 per lamp, 
and they are nut to be blamed for mak- 
ing this assertion, for twice on puge 
12 of the report for that year $62.39 
is given as tbe "totsl cost per lamp." 
It Is true that elsewhere In the report 
this statement Is modified by the ad- 
mission that this "cost" doesn't In- 
clude Interest, lost taxes, wster, de- 
preciation, rent of offices snd poles. 
Judgments against tbe city on sccount 
of accidents, a proportion of the cost 
of the offices of the comptroller, audi 
tor, business agent and other branches 
of the city government, etc.. but the 
edge Is taken off this admission by 
the further statement that "tbe cost of 
$02.30 Includes all expenses actually

Yet tbe report 
sssumes that the company would 
charge Just as high a rate If it hud tbe 
contract for all tbe lights. This as- 
sumption is not ouly manifestly ubsurd, 
but is directly contrary to tbe facts, as 
one of tbe companies offered a rwduc- 
tion of more than oue-iiuarter of lta 
contract price If It were given the en- 
tire lighting coutract. 

In making comparisons tbe quality 
of tbe service Is au Important consid- 
eration, uud tbe service of the Chicago 
city plant Is bad. It cheats the public 
both by tbe frequency of outages 
(lamps going out and staying out tbe 
reat of the ulgbti aud by steullug Its 
own current I. e , reducing the umper- 
age below the point at which the cur- 
rent keeps the lumps up to their ruted 
eandlepower. In many cases observers 
have noted that, especially after mid- 
night, the lamps give ouly a dull glow 
at the carbon points and are of practi- 
cally U value as lights. This Is done 

course makes a great difference lu the 
tost of operutlou. It would not he tol- 
erated from a private company, which 
would ulso be penalized for outages. 
These things are quite naturally not 
mentioned lu the report. 

To sum up. the report gives the Im- 
pression to the casual reader that the 
municipal plant Is giving good service 
st a low coat, While, the facts are that 
Its service Is poor aud that tbe cost Is 
much higher than If the lights were 
■upplied by a company.

Quebec, Que.. All 30.— A section 
of the new bridge across the St. Law- 
rence river five mll*s below this city, 
collapsed late yesterday, carrying 
•cores of bridge-workers and mechan- 
ics into the water. It Is estimated, 
that the loss of life Is at leaBt eighty 
and may exceed that number. 

The bridge was ab.oiit a mile and a 
half In length and half of It, from the 
■outh shore to midstream, crumpled 
up and dropped Into the water. 

Ninety men were at work on this 
section of the structure, and the 
whistle had Just blown at r.:30 for the 
men to quit work for the day. when 
there rame a grinding sound from the 
bridge mid-stream. The men turned 
to aee what bad happened and an In- 
stant later the cry went up "The 
bridge Is falling!" 

The men made a niBh shoreward, 
but the distance was too great for 
them to escape. The fallen section of 
the bridge dragged others after It, 

lng llke P a crash of artillery. Terror 
lent fleetness to the feet of the fright- 
ened workmen as they sped shore- 
ward, but only a few of them reached 
safety before the last piece of Iron 
work on the south shore was dragged 
Into the river. 

Near the shore the wreckage of the 
bridge did not go below the surface 
of the water, and eight workmen who 
remained above water were rescued 
and taken tc. the hospital at Levis. 

The steamer Clenmont had Just 
cleared the bridge when the first sec- 
tion fell. The water thrown up by the

lowered boats. The small boats plied 
backward and forward over the sunk- 
en wreckage for half an hour, but 
there was no sign of life. Thv twist- 
ed Iron and steel had Its victims In a 
terrible death grip. A few floating 
Umbers and the broken strands of the 
bridge toward the north shore were 
the only signs that anything unusual 
bad happened.

Something on Financial Conditions. 
Now let us look at the financial con- 
dition of affairs when that party took 
charge In January, l*9fi. and the con-

The Republican auditor stated that 
he found a debt of $1,800,000. with 
cash in the treasury amounting to
